WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 29.— 
When Harry K. Thaw took the witness 
stand today in the hearing which will 
determine whether he is mentally fit to 
be released from the Matteawan Asylum 
fur the Criminal Insane, it was not 
the cool, bantering, keen-witted young 
man of yesterday's session that faced 
District Attorney Jerome, associate 
counsel for the State. 

Instead, the prisoner re-entered upon 
his examination, with frayed nerves, a 
quick .tempér and every evidence of 
petulance and aggravation. He exhibited 
Plainly the effects left upon him by 
the .long morning. session, marked 
throughout by monotonous haggling and 
seemingly ee argument by 
counsel. 

Once it seemed that Thaw’s self-con- 
trol was about to be broken down, but 
his attorney rescued him from a trying 
assault by the District Attorney. In 
one of his quieter moments Thaw de- 
clared he never would: suffer another 
brainstorm if released ‘from the asylum.

LONDON, Ky., July 2.—Mrs. Wil- 
liam McCracken, a member of a promi- 
nent family in this community, is under 
arrest charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud life insurance companies by palm- 
ing off a mutilated body as that of her 
husband. aicCracken supposed 
to have been drowned on a fishing trip 
in. Oklahoma, and was insured for 
$25,000. Mrs. McCracken has collected 
$13,000 and has suits pending for the 
remainder. 

Mrs. McCracken, who is in the mercan- 
tile business here, was arrested on the 
request of a Kansas City detective 
agency. The London authorities have 
been informed that a warrant against 
her has been issued at Pawhuska, Ok., 
and that an officer from there will come 
for her. 

A Kansas City detective who is here 
tells a story of an elaborate plot to 
collect McCracken’s insurance. He ad-

fishing expedition on the Arkansas River 


near Hominy, Ok., a year ago. The 
fishermen were on a raft ‘when - Mc- 
Cracken -apparently lost his balance and 
fell into the water. He sank and was 
seen no more by his companions. 

Several days after that a body was 
taken from the river. It was mangled 
and mutilated so that identification was 
impossible. On the body, however, were 
the clethes McCracken had worn, his 
jewelry and lodge pins, and these were 
identified by his wife and other rela- 
tives. 

The body was buried and Mrs. Mc- 
Cracken, as widow, went into mourning. 
She had no difficulty in collecting $13,000 
on her husband's insurance, among the 
policies paid being one for $5000 in the 
Prudential. « 


Company Suspects Plot. 
The companies holding the remaining 


$12,000 insurance did not pay so readily, 
particularly the Great Western Life In- 
surance Co., representatives of which re- 
fused to accept the bedy buried as that 
of McCracken and expressed a doubt 
that McCracken was dead. 

This suspicion, the Kansas City de- 
tective says, was based on information 
that McCracken was an expert swimmer, 
for whom there would have been little 
difficulty, in swimming under water to 2 
point where his companions on the fish- 
ing raft would not see him. He could 
have changec clothes, dressed a body in 
the gi he wore and fled.

In hiding, probably in Mexico, and that 
he expected to be joined by his wife 
When she had collected all of the in- 
surance. 

Mrs. McCracken came back to Lon- 
don, her old home, after the supposed 
tragic death of her husband. She in- 
vested a part of the insurance she had 
Collected in a store and was actively 
engaged in business. 

She was Miss Maggie Gill before her 
Marriage to McCracken and was popu- 
lar. Her family is prominent. Green 
McCracken, her father-in-law, resides 
in London and young McCracken, as a 
schoo] teacher,, was respected and had 
many friends. London was shocked by 
the arrest of the widow. 

Sheriff Bird of Osage County, Okla-

Mr. Filley put on a brave front. He 


said he was moving just because he 
wanted to. Several persons wanted to 
rent the Lawton avenue house. He 
hadn't advertised it. O, no, he wouldn’t 
tell the name of the renter—that didn’t 
matter. 

“Is the fact that you are surrounded 
now by negro neighbors one of the 
causes for your meving?’’ he was asked. 
“O, they don’t worry me,” said Mr. 
Filley. 

Then the veteran politician sat down 
and talked about his old-time associates, 
the rest of the ‘‘Mohicans,” who have 
departed. 

“I first came to this part of town in 
1866," he said. “but ]l'ved until 1878 on 
the 2800 block on Pine street. Charles 
Parsons and J. B. Garrisen, who lived 
down on seventh and Locust with me, 
also moved to that block the same year. 
We were far out of the city. I think 
the limits then were somewhere about 
Seventeenth street. There were farm- 
houses between Seventeenth street and 
Jefferson avenue and prairie land be- 
yond. 


Leat to Leave Neighborhood. 
“Later Frank P. Blair moved to the

He was a newspaper writer in Louis- 
ville when Barney Dreyfus organized the 
Louisville team and made Pulliam sec- 
retary of it. 

Dreyfus Elevated Him. 

In 1899 Dreyfus, then the dominating 
figure in the baseball world, nominated 
Pulliam and elected him president of 
the National League. 

Pulliam was noted for certain minor 
eccentricities long before his confreres 
in the baseball business realized that 
his work had wrecked his nerves. He 
was aggressive and pugnacious and had 
frequent quarrels with owners of teams. 

It was not until he turned on Drey- 
fus, his best friend, that it was reali- 
ized that his daring and sometimes un- 
explainable actions were something else 
than manifestations of executive genius. 


Made Scene in Chicago. 


It was in February of this year that 
Pulliam astonished the baseball mag- 
nates when the official representatives 
of the National and American Leagues 
had a joint meeting in Chicago. 

Pulliam appeared there, apparently 
greatly overwrought. 

While the other ‘‘magnates” were in 
session, Pulliam haunted the hotel lobby 
and issued typewritten bulletins every 
few minutes These he handed to news- 
paper correspondents. Some were inco- 
herent, others told of supposed efforts 
of Dreyfus, John T. Brush, owner of 
the New York Giants, and Charley 
Murphy, owner of the Chicago Cubs, to 
oust Pulliam from the presidency of the 
League. One of the buletins read: “I 
most emphatically deny that I ever said 
Barney Dreyfus was a shrimp.” 

S> far as the correspondents knew, 
no one had ever accused him of saying 
anything of the sort. 

Talked of Affinity Here. 

Toward the end of the Chicago con- 
ference Pulliam became so distraught 
thet he was kept under close surveil- 
lance. One of his frequently repeated 
assertions was that there was a divorcee 
in St. Louis with whom he was madly 
in love, and he must hurry there to see 
her. 

Efforts were made to detain him in 
Chicago, and a cabman was hired to 
drive him about the city until all the 
trains for St. Louis had departed. 

Hatless and without an overcoat, 
theugh the weather was bitter cold, he 
escaped from the cab, ran to a railroad 
station and caught a St. Louis train 
just as it was nulling out. 

Friends met him at the Union Station 
in St. Louls and kept him in seclusion 
at the Planters Hotel until his relatives 
were notified.

HELPED DIVIDE 
LICE HEADS 


Caused Complaint Against 
Smith’s Methods. 





ROW IS BEFORE BOARD 
Final Action on Transfers Ex- 
pected to Brke Place at 
Friday’s Sesstun. 








That the trouble between Chief of 
Pelice Creecy and Chief of Detectvies 
Smith will in all probability culminate 
at Friday’s meeting of the Police Board 
is indicated by information obtained 
Thursday by Post-Dispatch reporters. 

The communication which Chief Smith 
filed with Chief Creecy, asking that 
four detectives be made sergeants of 
police and that four sérgeants be made 
detectives, is to be the occasion. Per- 
sons around Police Headquarters be- 
lieve, of an open and final rupture be- 
tween the heads of the two departments. 

Chief Creecy admitted to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday that he had 
recetved the communication, and that 
he would present it to the Board Friday. 
He also declared he would oppose the 
plan proposed by Smith. 

Wants to “Lose Feur.” 

The four detectives Smith proposes to 
dispense with are Barthelomew D. 
Keaney, John A. Finan, Edward J. 
Flynn and Franeis J. La Barge. Three 
of these are known as warm personal 
friends of Creecy, while all four have 
been known to be in bad grace with 
Smith while he has been at the head 
et the Detective Department. He and 
they have hardly been on speaking 
terms for many months. 

La Barge has been working for more 
than a year under the immediate direc- 
tion of Chief Creecy. Immediately after 
Smith succeeded William Desmond as 
Chief of Detectives, Special Officer Pat- 
rick V. Cahfll was transferred to Cree- 
cy’s office, to have charge of the moral- 
ity squad. A year ago La Barge suc- 
ceeded Cahill, who was sent to the 
“woods’’ by order of the Board. From 
that time forward Smith and La Barge 
appeared as strangers. 

Keaney and Finan were walking part- 
ners. Keaney was taken from the Sev- 
enth District, where Creecy was a cap- 
tain before he was made chief, and he 
has enjoyed Chief Creecy’s confidence. 
Finan was one of the members of the 
“Big Four,” a quartet of detectives 
whose wWork was such as to gain for 
them a most favorable repuiation, and 
which was split up by the orders of 
the board when A. C. Stewart headed 
the body. 

Not one of the detectives would op- 
pose the plan to remove them from the 
detective department, they say, if the 
change were made without reflecting 
on their capacity or integrity. 

On the afternoon of April 8 the Gaus 
box factory at 2100 North Main: street 
was destroyed by a fire that started 
about 56:30 o’cleck. John Wals of 3410 
Oregon avenve lost his life in the fire, 
and the damage to propérty was esti- 
mated at $180,000. The original police 
report contained nothing that would in- 
dicate the fire was of incendiary origin. 

H. C. Henley, superintendent of the 
St. Louis Fire Prevention Bureau, with 
his assistants, made an investigation 
the day after the fire. They found 
what appeared to Mr. Henley to be evi- 
dence that the fire was not of accei- 
dental origin. Mr. Henley called on the 
Desmond & Keely Detective Agency and 
employed them to make an investiga- 
tion. 

Water Supply Cut off. 

“We investigated the Gaus fire for 
nearly a month,’’ said John J. Keely to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday, ‘‘be- 
fore we were ready to make a report 
on it. 

“There were four steamer connections 
into the building. These were the large 
mains that lead the water into the 
building to be used in case of fire. It 
was found that the valves had been re- 
moved, and pieces of wood, made from 
a four-by-four scantling and rounded, 
had been placed in the pipes, and that 
nvt a drop of water could enter the 
building to fight the flames. 

“These leads were on the Clinton 
street side. On the Madison street side 
we found 10 sticks of wood, such as are 
used in the packing houses for hang- 
ing hogs after they were dressed, had 
been wrapped in rags and stuffed into 
other pipes. 

“We hed obtained written statements 
from about twenty persons, and had 
proceeded as far as we could without 
the aid of the Police Department. Mr. 
Henley called on Chief Creecy and laid 
the case before him. The Chief in turn 
laid the case before the Board. 

Get No Statement. 

“Detectives Rodgers and Finan were 
detailed on the case. They were made 
familiar with all of the circumstances. 
It was desired that a certain man be 
taken to headquarters merely to make 
a statement and not as a prisoner, our 
agency being a private one, but the 
case under investigation being of a 
criminal nature, it was deemed best 
‘hat the completién of the case be don- 
by the police. Finan and Rodgers took 
to headquarters one of the mén wanted, 
and Chief Smith, instead of handling 
the case, as expected, placed him in the 
heldover as ‘Held for the Chief,’ and 
obtained no statement whatever. Later 
the man was released on bond.” 


Detective Keaney, who was fll at the 
time, succeeded Rodgers on the case, and 
he and Finan are still working on it. 

“Chief Smith ordered Finan to get a 
bondsman for the man," said Detective 
Keaney, “‘and the failure to obtain any 
statement from him hampered the work 
greatly. It was a warning to certain 
persons, and praétically gave them the 
advantage of knowing all the evidence 
we had accumulated. I am sorry this 
has come out now, as the case & not 
ready to be made pubilic.”

Smith Strong With Board. 

There is a strong suspicion around 
headquarters that Chief Smith is sure 
of his ground, else he would not throw 
down the gauntlet to Creecy as he has 
done by requesting the transfer of four 
mew known to be favorites with Chief 
Creecy. On other occasions, before the 
present Republican members of the 
board were appointed, it was known 
that Smith had the board’s support in 
certain acts that Creecy did not like, 
but which he did not feel like making a 
fight about. 


There is not secret of the friendship 
that exists between Commissioners 
Jones and Bland and Chief Smith. When 
a resort in the neighborhood of the de- 
funct West End Physical Culture Club 
was raided Smith personally conducted 
the raid at the reqpest of a commis- 
sioner, and Chief Creecy was not ap- 
prised of it until he was called up at 
his residence by a newspaper reporter. 

The Hallen midnight arrest was an- 


other case in which the Chief of Police 


was not consulted until after the arrest 
Was made public in the newspapers. 
Creecy was absent at that time, and 
Assistant Chief Gillaspy was in charge. 
Gillaspy did not hear of the case of- 
ficially until he asked for the report, 36 
hours after the arrest. At that time it 
was staied that Chief Smith's action 
was suggested by A. C. Stewart, former 
president of the Board. 
Laird Holds Balance. 

Smith’s latest act in proposing to rid 
his department of four detectives is con- 
strued by many as meaning that he has 
the support of a majority of the Board.

Senator William J. Stone of Missouri owes the 
Baltimore policeman who arrested him for slap- 
ping a negro waiter on a Pullman dining car an 
apology. The Senator says he pleaded his con- 
stitutional immunity from arrest, but the po- 
liceman “knew as much about the subject of 
constitutional rights as a hog knows about the 
decalogue.” : 

It was the Senator, not the policeman, who 
exhibited ignorance of the Constitution and o7 
the rights of members of Congress. 

Senators and representatives are privileged 
from arrest only “while at the session of their 
respective houses, and in going to and returning 
from the same.” The specific exceptions are 
“treason, felony and breach of the peace.” If 
slapping a negro waiter is not a breach of the

A negro waiter has the right of legal protec- 
tion, no matter what his offense, against the per- 
sonal violence of a United States Senator. A

Dean Shailer Mathews of the University of 
Chicago Divinity School told a Chautauqua auui- 
ence that the newspapers print wuat the public 
wants them to print and that editors are only 
too eager to do what the public wants them to do. 

We have been expecting it. 
somewhere, somehow, sometime a Chicago pro- 
fessor would think one banal thought and clothe 
it in bromide words. Without pretending to un- 
derstand the topography of the Chicago profes- 
sorial mind, we knew that somewhere nestling 
among the peaks and promontories was a valley 
in which thrived the commonplace and inconse- 
quent. 

We knew that not even a Chicagc professor 
can go on forever delving for the astonishing, ‘he 
odd and the picturesque without bringing at least 
once to the surface a self-evident truth and drive 
it home with as much glee and gustu as if it as- 
saulted every casement and redoubt of the prob- 
able. 

Groping in the dark bowels of the pyra- 
mids deciphering the cryptogrammatic secrets of 
Syriac philosophers, probing for evidence of Mo- 
saic accuracy, prying into cerebral cells for the 
route of the human soul, wrenching out by main 
force the secrets of chemistry and inventing new 
forms of -religious surgery, our Chicago profes- 
sors have ever found new foundations on which 
to raise superstructures of surprising, difficult 

and useless information. But never before have 
we heard of one resorting to simple, homespun 
truth to gain the climacteric apex of publishable 
value. 

Dr. Mathews’ startling reversal of program il- 
lustrates the supreme value of contrasts. Bathos 
has its uses and we would be the jast to deny 
this Columbus among his fellows his full meas- 
ure of praise. But how do we know that one 
of his colleagues will not presently upset the 
universe by declaring that water is wet? 
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Justice Brewer has spoken against the income 
tax. Now, suppose Congress should pass an in- 
come tax law and it should come before the 
United States Supreme Court? Would not Jus- 
tice Brewer feel obliged to disqualify himself? 
A Judge may have as many political opinions as 
any other citizen, but if he expresses them too 
freely will not his legal opinions suffer in public 
estimation?

HYDROPLANE SPEEDS. 

C. Johnstone, in Cassier’s Magazine for 
August. 

The great advantages of the hydro- 
rlane are not only the reduction of 
the draught and displacement of water, 
but the hydroplanes reduce considerably 
the amount of friction surface in con- 
tact with the water, as well as mini- 
mizing the loss by friction of that por- 
tion of the surfaces actually in con- 
tact, as previously explained. 

We are all skeptical as to the prac- 
tical utility of an invention, be it ever 
so plausible in theory; but the inven- 
tor has already obtained some really 
estonishing results with vessels actually 
built on these lines. It is true these are 
only small boats; but, unlike the usual 
type of hydroplane, they conform more 
to the ordinary shape of a boat above 
water, and are capable of comfortably 
seating severai persons. In one such 
vessel a speed of 3% miles an hour was 
uttained with six passengers on board, 
end with a lower number of passengers 
in a speed test no less than 37% miles 
an hour was recorded, and this with 
only 6 horse-power.

NAKES 5 HOUR 


Berry-Pickers Fall 15 Feet 
Into Reptiles’ Nest in 
Abandoned Shaft. 


15 SERPENTS KILLED 


Three Trapped in Dark Pit 
Wield Sticks Until 
Rescued.

LATROBE, Pa., July 29.—After being 
hauled from a den of snakes by holding 
onto a long rope to which a team of 
horses was hitched, Mrs. Maggie Maley 
declared today she would not again 
undergo her experience of yesterday for 
all the money fn: Westmoreland County, 

The two women who were imprisoned 
five hours in the abandoned mine with 
Mrs. Maley suffered much from the ex- 
perience and are prostrated today, but 
Mrs. Maley seems little the worse for 
the experience. 

‘‘Were were getting lots of berries,’’ 
said Mrs. Maley today. ‘‘We saw a spot 
where the bunches were thick and we 
went there. We noticed that the ground 
was soft-like, that it gave under our 
feet, but it had been raining and we 
had no idea that underneath us was a 
great hole. 

With Snakes in Dark Pit. 

“All at once down we went. I fell 
first and the others fell on top of me. 
We dropped 15 feet and I was scratched 
by broken timber and thorns on the 
berry bushes. We scrambled to our 
feet. The pit was dark only for the 
light which came from the hole through 
which we fell. ‘ , 

“All at once we heard an awfu! hiss- 
ing. I was nearly scared to death. In the 
faint light I saw a great number of 
snakes. It seemed that the pit was 
alive with them. We screamed and ran 
about the pit tramping oh the snakes, 
which began to separate and show fight. 
I got a stick and Mrs. Serafino and 
Florence got sticks, too, and we be- 
gan beating at the snakes. All the time 
we screamed for help. I yelled till I 
was hoarse. We killed a lot of the 
snakes—just how many we didn’t stop 
to count. Then we heard a man’s voice 
at the top of the pit and saw Mr. 
Stump. 

“It was John Stump, a farmer who 
rents the ground on which the aband- 
oned mine is located. He had heard 
the women’s cries and -hurried to the 
place. He had been plowing. 


Horse Drags Women Ont. 

“Mr. Stump tried to reach us with a 
pole, but every time he got near the 
opening the earth would give way and 
he would nearly fall through,” continued 
Mrs. Maley. “Then he went away. Oh, 
we thought we were goners. Soon he 
came back and threw a rope made of 
the lines of the harness into the hole. 
I grabbed it and was hauled out by the 
horses. Then Florence was taken out 
and then Mrs. Serafino.’’ 

None of the women was bitten. by the 
reptiles. They had fallen inte a den of 
blacksnakes, 15 of which had been killed 
by the women in their underground bat- 
tle. Stump and some farm hands later 
in the day went to the pit and killed as 
many more.

Mah Ho, White, Aged 9, Un- 
able to Speak English, Had 
Only Puppy for Playmate. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 9%.—A white 
girl, 9 years old, who cannot speak a 
word of English, was taken from a 


basement opium den in Chinatown by 
the police. She is supposed to have been 
kept a prisoner for some years by a 
Chinese couple. 

Although apparently not mistreated, 
the child has rarely seen the sunlight 
and evidently was kept in close confine- 
ment in the dark and dingy basement 
with only a half-starved puppy for a 
Playmate.

Coroner’s Deputies Declare 
She Is Victim of an 
Accident.

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 29.—A dog’s 
mournful whines at his mistress’ door 
resulted in the finding of Mrs. Annie 
Graham dead in a trunk at her home. 
She was a widow, 55 years old, and 
lived alone. She was last seen last Fri- 
day. Coroner’s deputies reported last 
night that she fell, accidentally, her 
neck having been broken by striking a 
trunk, into which her body tumbled. It 
was evident that she had been dead 
several days.

Tells of Drink Waiter 
Brought Him. 


“HIGH HAT” 


Declares ‘Glass Containing 
Whisky Was Smallest He 
Ever Saw.

BALTIMORE, July 29.—United States 
Senator William J. Stone of Missouri 
laid by his toga and the tangle of tar- 
iff rates to come to Baitimore and ap- 
pear in police court in the role of de- 
fendant. He"was cleared of all blame 
and journeyed back to washington to 
take up teh cares of state. 

The Senator was charged with dis- 
turbing the peace of a negro waiter in 
a Pullman car on tune Pennsylvania 
Railroad. The Missourian had ordered 
a large drink of Scotch whisky. When 
the refreshment arrived, much behind 
scheaule, {tt was of such trifling propor- 
tions that the negro was chastised with 
a siap in the face. 

Justice Grannan, in the court of the 
Western Police Station here, dismissed 
the case against Senator Stone, who was 
arrested on a Pennsylvania Railroad 
dining car on the way from Philadel- 
phia to Washington. 

Justice Sympathized. 

Justice Grannan said: 

“Senator Stone, 
great deal in my time. I can fully ap- 
preciate the treatment that you received 
at the hands of Brown, who, it has been 
shown, was discourteous in the ex- 
treme. I feel that you had sufficient 
provocation and that you were absolute- 
ly justified in reprimanding and strik- 
ing Brown. I dismiss you.”’ 

The crowd applauded until the Mag- 
istrate rapped sharply with his gave! 
for order. 


and his belng permitted to ge on his 
own recognizance, went to Washington 
and came back prepared to fight the 
case to the limit. When he entered 
the crowded little court room with dig- 
nified mien and solemn visage, accom.

Co., hastened to say that both compa- 
nies wished to withdraw the charges 
against Senator Stone. But Lawrence 
J. Brown, the negro waiter, insisted on 
prosecuting the Senator from Missouri, 
and the case proceeded. 

Walter Tells of Assault. 

The waiter told of what he had de- 

scribed as an “assault’’ and the cook 
corroborated his statement. The con- 
ductor had not actually seen the slap- 
ping, but he testified that when he 
went to the Senator later and asked him 
if he had hit a man, the Senator re- 
plied: ‘“‘No, I slapped a nigger.”’ 
That ended the case, for the prosecu- 
tion, and Senator Stone, waiving his 
constitutional rights of immunity from 
arrest when on his way to the Senate, 
told in his usual half-whisper of what 
had happened on that Pullman diner. 
In a regretful tone he pictured the 
bringing to him of ‘‘about a tablespoon- 
ful of whisky, sir,’’ when he had or- 
dered a drink—a “high hat’’—and he 
described the glasses as ‘‘the smallest I 
ever saw, sir.’’ 
There was no attempt to sway the 
Court with mere eloquence, but when 
the size of these glasses was pictured 
and the indifference of the negro porter 
was set forth, strong men shuddered. 


Had Two Small Glasses. 
‘When the waiter passed through the 
ear,” said the statesman, ‘I asked him 
if he had any real good Scotch whisky. 
He said they did have such an article 
in stock. I then told him to bring me 
some. The waiter shortly returned with 
two small drinking glasses, the small- 
est I ever saw, one with about a table- 
spoonful of whisky in it and the other 
with about the same quantity of water. 
“Tt mildly remonstrated and asked the 
waiter to give me a large glass. He did 
not seem to understand what a tumbler 
was. He was surly, but said nothing 
and left me. He came back with a 
frown on his face, leaving me a large 
glass with a lump of ice in it, but no 
water. 

“After all in the car had finished their 
meal and had commenced to smoke, and 
my lunch not having reached me, I got 
up and went to the end of the car. 
There I found the cook. I asked him 
why he had not served my lunch. The 
cook explained that my lunch had been 
ready some time, but that the waiter 
had failed to serve it. 


Slapred Him in Face. 
“At this juncture the waiter came up 


and I asked him why my lunch had not 
been served. His reply was something 
that I do not remember at this time, 
but his manner of insolence and insult- 
ing spirit nettled me, and I slapped him 
in the face. 

“That is all there is to the assault. 
There was no excitement, the negro 
made no attempt to strike me, nor was 
it necessary for anyone to interfere. 
There were no ladies present in the car. 
The slapping took place in the State of 
Delaware."’ 

Justice Grannan dismissed the case at

Johnny Joachim and Henry Langhen- 
ning of the Westerns will row in the 
double. These men are oarsmen. Lang- 
henning is rated by many men to be 
the best oarsman in the St. Louis har- 
bor. He is a giant in stature and has 
the weight, experience and nerve that 
are necessary for a star darsman. He 
is not a very good swimmer, and for 
that reason has been slow to take to 
the single sculls. It is said that if he 
ever does he will be a champion. 

Joachim was for years unbeatable in 
the Southwestern regattas as a cham- 
pion single sculler. ‘He knows all the 
tricks of the game and is a skillful 
oarsman. He also has the weight and 
build for an oarsman. These men are 
credited with an excellent chance to win 
not only by Coach Plaisted of the West- 
erns, but by Coach Wray of Harvard 
as well. They are at present the cham- 
pions of the Central United States Row- 
ing Association and the Southwestern 
Amateur Rowing Association.
